Art Students League, stated that the league is an art 
school in which a student registers at the end of each 
month. He says it is not a school from which a student 
graduates and receives a degree, but is used by artists for 
the facilities provided by the school. He stated that most 
of the students are accomplished artists who register as 
students so they will have the use of the classroom as a 
studio and the benefit of a model. He said the school 
generally registers approximately 3,900 students per month. 
He said there were some students at the school who are 
pro-C ommunlst, but he termed them "mal-contents . "
